Paris, Nov. 17.—A semiofficial ex- 


planation of the French position in 
the forest of Argonne .was given out 
here. 
It said: 
"The fighting line has not changed 


perceptibly in the last two months. 
The French and German trenches are 
separated at some points by a distance 
not exceeding fifty yards. Infantry 
fire is constantly going on, while all 
tho expedients of siege operations are 
being utilized. Daily engagements oc- 
cur, resulting sometimes in bending 
either the French or the German lines 
back for a distance of .150 yards. 


"The casualties have been heavy for 


both armies, but the German losses 
certainlv have been greater than those 
of the French."

This explanation was brought fortn 


by the publication in the German press 
of a statement to the effect that the 
French had been driven out of the Ar- 
gonne, while the siege of Verdun was 
proceeding. Regarding the latter state- 
ment, it is declared .that the French 
are advancing.

Revelations of the Kaiser's 


Personal Spy

My Mission and Betrayal in 


England. 


November 18, 1911, 1 received the" 


usual summons to report at the Wll- 
helmstrasse. Instead of being brought 
before Count von Wedel, I was taken 
over to Koenlggratzcrstrasse 70, to 
the German admiralty intelligence de- 
partment. 
Here I met my old chief. 


Captain Tappken, head of the naval 
branch of the intelligence department. 
The captain briefly informed me that 
it had been deemed advisable to send 
me 
to 
England—unwelcome 
news, 


this, as you will see. 


In the usual curt yet polite manner 


of German officers, the captain intro- 
duced me to three naval experts. One 
was a construction officer, another In 
the signaling department, the third an 
expert on explosives and mines. One 
at a time they took me in hand. groom- 
Ing me in the intricacies of their re- 
spective fields. It was like a rehearsal 
in the grooming I had received years 
ago when taken into the service and 
trained for months. 1 sat for hours 
over diagrams with a naval officer on 
each side. They brought me before 
charts that were as big as the wall of 
the room. These charts gave the ex- 
act dimensions and type of every ves- 
sel in the British navy. Not only that, 
I was made to study the silhouette of 
all the new and different types of 
English warships—why, you will see. 


Obviously this special training was 


significant. 
Part of my mission to 


England was to watch the prepara- 
tions: and maneuvers of British war- 
ships at the naval bases on the Scot- 
tish coast. 


A Strained Situation. 


The situation between England and 


Germany 
was 
ticklish. 
Politicians 


had worked up a war scare to auch a 
pitch that the people of the two na- 
tions were ready to rush Into conflict. 
Only a spark was needed to Qre the 
situation. 
Hence my mission. 


It was included in my instructions 


to watch the movements of British 
warships off the Scottish coast and 
promptly cable the German admiralty 
intelligence 
department concerning 


them. 


Moreover, I had to brush myself up 


in topography and trigonometry. Ir 
England—BO I learned from my In- 
structions—it would be necessary to 
calculate distances, to take observa- 
tions on the exact naturo of the newly 
reconstructed Rossyth base near Edin- 
burgh on the Firth of Forth; besides 
keeping in touch with things in Cro- 
rnarty. 


I was to watch especially the new 


Rossyth base and to report progress 
on armaments, new equipment, any- 
thing of use to the German admiralty. 
1 was to keep tab on all the British 
fleet maneuvers theu in progress on 
the Scottish coast. 


When 1 left Berlin 1 was thoroughly 


equipped to carry out instructions. 
Every war vessel of the British navy, 
every fortification, naval base and de- 
pot of supplies was coded in secret 
service ciphers. 


I arrived In Edinburgh and put 


up at the old Bedford hotel on Prin- 
cess street, a quiet select Scottish hos- 
telry. I registered under my quasi- 
correct name of A. K. Graves, M. D, 
Turo, Australia. My "stunt" was to 
convey the impression of being an 
Australian physician taking additional 
post-graduate courses at the famous 
Scottish seat of medical learning. Aft- 
er a few days' residence at the Bed- 
ford, I Installed 
myself in private 


quarters at a Mrs. Macleod's, 23 Craig- 
lea drive, Edinburgh. 


For the first fortnight 1 quietly 


took my bearings, creating a sugges- 
tion that 1 was a semi-invalid. Having 
by this time familiarized myself with 
Edinburgh and surroundings, 1 made 
frequent trips to the Firth of Forth 
upon which was located the Rossyth 
base. 
Now, across the Firth there Is 


a long bridge. 
It is between the 


Rossyth base and the North sea. War- 
ships going to and from the naval sta- 
tion pass under It. 


Gradually I worked myself into the

I 
called my landlady and casually in- 
quireJ if my tailor had been there. 
She said, "No, Doctor." 


"Well," I replied, "what reason have

1 made it my business to go around 


to my tailor's within an hour's time 
and he contradicted her story.'

stable Ross, and sent in my card bear- 
ing* Dr. A. K. Graves, Turo, S. Austra- 
lia. Presently I was shown into the 
chief's room and was received by a 
typical Scottish gentleman. I opened 
fire in this way: 


"Have you any reason to believe 


that ] am a German spy?"

don't know anything at all about it" 


"It's not by your orders, then, that 


I am followed?" 


"Certainly not," he replied. 
He bowed me out. 
Of course. I 


knew I still would be shadowed, which 
1 did not mind In the least 


A Wrongly Addressed Letter. 


About a week after my experience 


with Constable Ross, I received infor- 
mation that William P.eardrnore & Co., 
of Glasgow, were constructing some 
new ll-inch guns for the British gov- 
ernment? That meant a change of 
base 


I at once made it my business to go 


to Glasgow and get particulars. I in- 
stalled myself In the Central station 
hotel, and in a few weeks gained all 
the information I wanted. While in 
Glasgow I received letters addressed 
to me as James Stafford. I received 
two such letters, and upon calling at 
the General Post Office for a third, I 
was informed that there was a letter 
for A. Stafford. 


"Oh, yes, that is my letter," I said. 
The clerk demurred and replied: 
"You asked for James Stafford. Un- 


der those circumstances I cannot hand 
you this letter. It is against the postal 
law." 


Not being in a position to raise a 


question, I let it go at that, never for 
a moment thinking that my employers 
would be so culpably careless as to 
put any incriminating evidence in the 
mall. Events proved that that is just 
what they did. Moreover, I later came 
to know why that particular letter 
was addressed not to James hut to A. 
Stafford. AH my previous letters were 
addressed to me as Dr A K. Graves 
and were enclosed in the business en- 
| velope of a well-known chemical firm 


of Snow Hill, London, E. C.—which 
paper had been fabricated for the pur- 
pose. Of course, the letters were sent 
from the continent to London and 
there reposted. 


When I left Edinburgh to find out 


about the 14-inch guns, I gave our 
people in London instructions to use 
plain envelopes and to address them 
to James Stafford, G. P. 0 , Glasgow. 
The first two letters were addressed 
correctly and plain envelopes were 
used. 
The third was not only mis- 


addressed, but was enclosed in one of 
the Chemical company's envelopes— 
this, as 1 later learned, for a reason. 


No one having called for it. the let- 


ter was returned to the chemical com- 
pany 
At their office it was opened 


and found to contain a typewritten 
letter in German language and five 
ten-pound notes on the Bank of Eng- 
land. The contents of the letter was 
such as to lead the firm to call in the 
police. 
"There's a Gentleman Down Stairs to 


See You." 


On the evening of April 14, I had 


just put on my evening clothes and 
gone to the upstairs writing-room. I 
was awaiting a party of gentlemen 
who were coming to dine with me in 
the hotel. 
There came a "buttons" 


who announced: 


"There's a gentleman downstairs to 


se you, Doctor." 


A premonition stole over me. 
I 


knew that my guests would not have 
sent for me to come down but would 
have been announced. I realized that 
if 1 was going to be caught there was 
no avoiding it. Secret service makes a 
man a fatalist. 


I had hardly reached the last step of 


the grand stairway when four big 
plain-clothes men pounced upon me. 
More for the fun of it than anything 
else, I guess, I got on my horse and 
demanded to know what was the mat- 
ter. 


"You'll soon know," Inspector French 


declared. 


The Search—and Prison. 


He then ordered his men to search 


me and seemed amazed when they 
couldn't find any six shooters, daggers 
or bombs. I was taken back to my 
room and there he began going through 
my effects and bundling them up. 


I spent the night in the Glasgow- 


city prison, and was taken the next 
day before a magistrate and formally 
committed to a sheriff's court. On 
July 12 my case came up before the 
sheriff's court. 
Waiving preliminary 


examination I was committed for trial 
to the Edinburgh high court. It is 
significant that (he extreme length 
of a committal without trial under 
British law is 103 calendar days, which 
105 days up to the last minute 1 cer- 
tainly waited. 
They were trying to 


find out my antecedents, but they did 
not succeed. 


A letter from the Lord Provost in- 


formed me that all material for my 
defense should be in his hands a day 
before the trial. I had no defense. I 
neither denied nor admitted anything. 
I replied to his Lordship that as 1 was 
unaware of any offense there was no 
need of any defense. My attitude was 
a profound puzzle—which was as I 
wanted. 
Scotland's "Most Sensational Court 


Procedure." 


If you care to look over the back 


files of the English and Scottish news- 
papers of the time, you will read that 
my trial was "the most sensational 
court procedure ever held in a Scottish 


' court of justice." 
I 
Now I shall reveal every circum- 


ctancc of it. Fr>r the first time 1 shall | 
explain how, why and by whom 1 w<id ] 
secretly released. Until 1 revealed my- 
self in the United States, even the 
German foreign office thought me in 
jail. 


'Against me the crown had sum- 


moned 45 witnesses. They Included 
admirals, colonels, captains, military 
and naval experts, post office officials 
—I cannot recall all. The press from all 
parts of Europe—for all Europe was 
vitally concerned in this trial—was 
represented. 


Presiding was the Lord Justice of 


Scotland, himself no mean expert in 
military matters. The Solicitor Gen-' 
eral of Scotland, A. M. Anderson, who 
prosecuted for the crown, was sup- 
ported by G. Morton, Advocate Depu- 
ty. 
The government had indeed an 


imposing array of bewigged, black 
gowned, 
legal 
notables marshaled 


against me. 


A Word to an Admiral. 


On the first day I waived examina- 


tion on all witnesses except the naval 
and military experts. 
I directed my 


fire against Rear Admiral T. B. Strat- 
ton Adair, who superintended the ord- 
nance factories of the Beardmore Gun 
works in Glasgow. 


The admiral was called in on testi- 


mony concerning the new 14-inch gun. 
The point they were trying to estab- 
lish was that it was impossible for 
a man to have my knowledge of these 
guns unless he had obtained it first 
hand from the works in Glasgow. Of 
course, that brought the testimony 
into technicalities. 
I managed to in- 


volve the admiral in a heated alterca- 
tion on the trajectory and penetrating 
power of the so-much disputed 14-iuch 
gun. 


I maintained that my knowledge of 


guns was such that I did not need to 
spy at Beardmore to obtain the things 
I knew. 


The second day of the trial brought 


the Chemical company letter into the 
testimony—the letter that had been 
refused me and had in turn gone back 
to the Chemical company. Very grave- 
ly Sir A. M. Anderson, Crown Prosecu- 
tor, read the contents of this letter 
aloud. As I recall the exact wording 
it was: 


"We are pleased to learn your suc- 


cessful negotiations of the business at 
hand. Be pleased to send us an early 
sample. As regards the other matter 
in hand I do not know how useful it 


army officers under a monthly retain- 
ing fee of £100 for which in the event 
of war he was to commit an act -of 
unspeakable treason and treachery on 
a certain harbor defense. 


Caught! 


I had judged my jurymen right, for 


they were very little impressed by this 
letter. It was all too vague and even 
the fluent language of a Crown Prose- 
cutor does not impress a hard-headed 
Scotchman.

spirits Indeed, when I saw one of the 
attendants approach Sir A. M. Ander- 
son and deliver a document that had 
been handed into court. I at once recog- 
nized It and my n«art dropped Into my 
shoes. The Solicitor General read the 
document and smiled. I knew they 
had me. 


In addressing the court the Solicitor 


General produced two pieces of thin 
paper—the same that had been brought 
in on the previous afternoon. 


"I have got to show the court," 


he said impressively, "the most dead- 
ly code ever prepared against! the safe- 
guards of Great Britain." 
j 


And it certainly was. It contained 


the name of every vessel in the British 
navy, every naval base, fortification 
and strategic point, in Great. Britain. 
There were over ten thousand names 
and opposite each was written a num- 
ber. 
For example, the dreadnaught 


Queen Mary was number 813. 


Using a magnifying glass I had writ- 


ten in-tiay characters my code. There 
were so many names it was impossible 
to memorize them all. Two opposite 
sheets of the little memorandumfbook 
were used, then the edges of the pages 
were pasted together. -Whenever I 
learned the British warships were go- 
ing to put to sea, I slipped the book 
in my pocket, went to a position of 
vantage where I could make out the 
silhouettes of the warships, classified 
them in my mind, and then1 writing 
out a cable put down the cc-de num- 
bers, say in this way: 


214, 69, 700, 910, 21—(Necessary 


words were filled in by the A. B. C. 
code.) 


This message was sent by way of 


Brussels or Paris to the intelligence 
department of the German Admiralty 
in Berlin and told them what warships 
were putting to sea or arriving at 
Rossyth.

It was unsigned. 
What the Letter Really Meant. 
While reading, the prosecutor held 


the five ten-pound notes in his hand. 
Upon finishing he began a vigorous in- 
dictment which in substance he de- 
claimed in this way: 


"On the face of it, the letter does 


not seem suspicious. But if you gen- 
tlemen will recall the times of Prince 
Charles' insurrections, periods when- 
ever intrigues were going on, you will 
remember that in communications of 
this sort a government was always re- 
ferred to as a 'firm.'

For the first time I shall 


noiv explain It: 


It was trom the German govern- 


ment. 
By the "business at hand" 


they meant 11 new explosive and slow- 
burning powder that was to bo used 
in the new type of 14-inch turret cuns 
being made in Glasgow. Some of that 
explosive was in my possession. The 
fact that it was not discovered in my 
effects, nor was anything else incrim- 
inating found on me, is because the 
secret agent who knows his business 
leaves nothing about; but he "plants" 
things, that is to say, leaves them in 
a safe deposit vault with tlie key in , 
the hands of a person with power o.f 
attorney. 


By the "sample" in the letter was 


meant a sample of the explosive. The 
"other business at hand" spoken of 
was of tremendous importance, more 
vital to the safeguards of Britain than 
the other points mentioned in the let- 
ter. 


There were sub-agents working at 


Cromarty. I did not know who they 
were; they simply made their reports 
to me, signing their German secret 
service number. I took up their points 
with Berlin. Well, the "other business 
in hand" was to put certain British 
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"Before I went to Alaska," said 


Doctor Ellis recently, to a representa- 
tive of the Buffalo Express, "I thought 
I knew what fishing was; but I did 
not learn until I reached that country. 
Now I know what fishing in a perfect- 
ly virgin stream is like. In the Nu- 
lato, with a friend, we caught brook 
trout of from one to three pounds un- 
til we tired of it. We could have 
caught four times as many as we did, 
but what was the use'of killing when 
we had enough? I never knew any- 


I called no witness for the defense ex- 
cept two or three personal acquaint- 
ances, to each of whom I put this ques- 
tion: 


"What is your knowledge of my 


attitude as regards England?" 


They all declared that even if I was 


a spy in the pay of any foreign gov- 
ernment, I certainly had never shown 
any personal feeling or animosity 
toward Great Britain. 


All of which I figured might aid the 


cause of clemency. The jury was not 
out more than half an hour. 
I was 


found guilty of endangering the safe- 
guards of the British empire and un- 
der the new law that had been aimed 
against German spies I was liable to 
seven years' penal servitude. 
Even 


then my spirits were not down. I had 
what Americans call "a hunch." 


Just before his Lordship, the Chief 


Justice, summed up, an aristoeratic, 
gray-clad Englishman, who never liad 
been in the court room1 before, ap- 
peared and was courteously, almost 
impressively, conducted to the bench. 
I noticed that the Chief Justice bowed 
to him with unction and they had 
about two minutes' whimpered conver- 
sation. 
His Lordship was nodding 


repeatedly. This worried me. I felt 
I was going to get it good. 


But, in substance, his Lordship's 


verdict was: 


"Taking all the circumstances into 


consideration, the court pronounces a 
sentence of 18 months' imprisonment." 


I smiled and said: 
"Exit Armgaard Karl Graves." 


A Caller. 


I was taken first to Carlton Hill jail. 


Edinburgh, and transferred after two 
weeks to Barlinney prison near Glas- 
gow. Considering the circumstances, I 
was treated with surprising consider- 
ation. The conditions that had char- 
acterized my trial prevailed in the 
prison. I soon perceived that the Bar- 
linney prison officials were trying to 
sound me in a canny Scotch way—with 
no result. 


"You're foolish to stay in here— 


You must have something worth 
while—Why don't you get out?" 


That was the gist of tljeir talks with 


me from the warders up. I kept my 
mouth shut. 


Now I shall present information that 


was denied the house of commons 


upon the occasion of an Inquiry Into 
my case. 


On the fifth week of my Imprison- 


ment I was taken to the office of the 
governor of the prison. As 1 entered 
I saw a slight, soldierly looking Eng- 
lish gentleman of the cavalry type— 
(a cavalry officer has certain manner- 
Isms that Invariably give him away 
to one who knows). The governor 
spoke flret. 


"Graves, here is a gentleman who 


wishes to see you." 


The stranger nodded to the gov- 


ernor and said: 


"I may be quite a while. You have-! 


your Instructions." 


"That's all right, air," replied the 


governor. 


The governor left and we were 


alone. The stranger rose. 


Of course, being a prisoner, I had 


remained standing. 


Robinson began some casual conver- 


sation. 


"How are they treating you?" 
"I have no complaints to make." 
"Is the confinement irksome to 


you?" 


"Naturally." 
Then suddenly he changed front. 


Point blank he asked me: 


"Why Not-'Work for Us?" 


"Now, old chap, we know that you 


worked for Germany against us. We 
also know that you are not a German. 
Is there any reason why you should 
not work for us? 
Any private rea- 


son?" 


"Captain," I said, "you of all men 


ought to know'that the betrayal of 
your employers for a monetary or a 
liberty reason alone is never enter- 
tained by a man who has been in my 
work. 
We go into it with our eyes 


open, well knowing the consequences 
if we are caught. We do not squeal if 
we are hurt." 


For a time he looked at me very 


earnestly. 


"H-m," he said. 
"That just bears 


out what wo have been able to ascer- 
tain about you. It puzzled us how a 
man of your ability acted the way you 
did. From the moment you landed in 
England, all the time you were doing 
your work, even after your arrest, in 
prison and in court you showed a 
sort of listless, almost an indifferent 
attitude. 
If I may put it this way, 


you seemed in no ways keen to go to 
extremes in any possible missions you 
might have had." 
He paused. "We 


think you rould have done more than 
you did . . . The mildness of your 
sentence, has it surprised you?" 


I grinned. 
"Nothing surprises me, Captain." 
Hie manner became very earnest. 
"Supposing," he said, "we show you 


that it was a quasi-deliberate inten- 
tion on the part of your employers 
to have you caught—what then?" 


This did not startle me either. I 


had, had an idea of that all along. 


"TJnder these circumstances," 1 said, 


"I am open to negotiations. But I am 
rather deaf and my vision is very 
much obscured as long as I see bars 
in front oT my window." 


The captain smiled. 
"Well, Doctor, I clay see you again 


soon." 


The Proof I Asked for. 


I was taken back to my cell. I am 


frank to admit that I didn't sleep much 
for the next two or three nights. 


But as I expected, another week 


brought Captain Robinson again. This 
time it was late in the evening after 
all the prisoners were shut up tight. 
The lieutenant-governor himself took 
me into the governor's office. 
No 


other warder or prison official ob- 
served us. 


"Well, Doctor," was the way Rob- 


inson greeted me, "I have something 
definite to propose to you. You can 
be of use to us. You have still sixteen 
months of your sentence to serve. 
Are you willing to give these sixteen 
months of your time to us—terms to 
be agreed upon later? I am prepared 
to supply you with proofs that you 
were deliberately put away, betrayed 
by your employers, the German gov- 
ernment." 


He did. so to my complete satis- 


faction. As I guessed, I had come to 
learn so much of Germany's affairs 
that I was dangerous.

"Here is my sugges- 
tion. I must leave the execution of it 
to you. The impression I conveyed 
around Edinburgh was that my health 
is rather indifferent. So it is also be- 
lieved here in prison. On these grounds 
it should be an easy matter for you to 
have me ostensibly transferred to an- 
other prison; instead of which, have 
me taken wherever you wish to. I see 
no necessity that, outside the lieuten- 
ant-governor, the governor and yjur- 
self, any one need know of it." 


"Yes, yes," said Robinson. "That co- 


incides with my own ideas and plans." 
Presently he departed and I went back 
again to my cell. 


Almie and Free. 


At half-past five the next morning, 1 


was aroused by the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor. He was alone. There were no 
warders in sight. In the governor's 
office I found all ray clothes and effects 
ready and laid out for me. These I 
addressed and left with the lieutenant- 
governor. We took a taxicab for the 
Caledonian station in Glasgow. 


The trip to London was uneventful. 


At Euston station we were met by 
Captain Robinson.

They all declared that even if I was 


a spy in the pay of any foreign gov- 
ernment, I certainly had never shown 
any personal, feeling or animosity 
toward Great Britain. 


All of which I figured might aid the 


cause of clemency. The jury was not 
out more than half an hour. 
I was 


found guilty of endangering the safe- 
guards of the British empire and un- 
der the new law that had been aimed 
against German spies I was liable to 
seven years' penal servitude. 
Even 


then my spirits were not down. I had 
what Americans call "a hunch." 


Just before his Lordship, the Chief 


Justice summed up, an aristouratic, 
gray-clad Englishman, who never "had 
been in the court room1 before, ap- 
peared and was courteously, 
almost 


impressively, conducted to the bench. 
I noticed that the Chief Justice bowed 
to him' with unction and they had 
about two minutes' whiepered conver- 
sation.

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TRADING WITH THE HOME FELLOW. 


This trading at home proposition seems to be making a little impres- 


sion on the people of the country notwithstanding the big mail order houses 
continue to flourish .and probably will do so for a number of years to come. 


There was a time when the merchant and the banker used to meet the 


newspaper man on the street, and after jollying him along for a while, 
quietly tip it off to him that he ought to write up a good stiff article about 
people patronizing their home merchants, and then the merchant would go 
back to the store and order his stationery from out of town, because he 
could save a few cents on the proposition. 


Probably the very worst offenders in the country community were the 


bankers. The banker used to be so used to penny saving that he never 
considered the home printer at all, and anything he could make a cent on 
by ordering out of town he generally purchased there. In fact, it was often 
the case that if the home printer offered to do the job at the same price 
that it would be done in the city, the bunker seldom patronized him, he hav- 
ing a sneaking idea that the home man's printing would not quite match up 
with his imitation mahogany furniture. 


If things have not entirely changed, at least they are changeing. Many 


of the banks now get everything they can in their home town, and of course 
they benefit by the operation, even though it costs them a few dollars more 
a year to have it done in that manner. 


11 is undoubtedly a fact that many country printers are not equipped 


to turn out large quantities of printing as cheaply as are some of the city 
fellows who make a specialty of the business of supplying one kind of 
printing, but they have found out in many instances that the country print- 
er, even though his outfit consists of an obsolete hand press and a few fonts 
of broken-faced type, is doing just as much free advertising for the commun- 
ity, and maybe a trifle more, than the banker who sits at a roll top desk 
and contracts writer's cramp from baking the tigure 7, when the prevailing 
rate is only 6. 


The way to preach a thing properly is by practicing it yourself, and 


then you have something to base your argument upon. Probably no man is 
better fitted to give a temperance lecture than the man who habitually gets 
drunk, but his lecturing never carries much weight unless he reforms and 
practices what he preaches. It seems that merchants and others are begin- 
ning to find this out and to govern themselves accordingly, and while every- 
body may not toe the line at once, as long as there is an improvement it is 
at least encouraging. 


But, as was remarked before, people are waking up to the fact that a 


dollar spent at home does a cerium amount toward building up the home 
community, while a thousand dollars sent out of town not only harms the 
home fellow directly, but it also helps the city fellow to thrive and get out 
a newer and better catalog with handsome illustrations to' fool the country 
fellow with.

it may be that the time will never come when all of the people will be 


convinced of the fact that it is better to trade at home than it is to send to 
a large city for merchandise, but we do think that the time will come when 
enough of them will appreciate this fact so that the mail order house will 
cease to be a menpce to the small town, and the amount of money that is 
sent out to these concerns will be so small compared with the whole amount 
that it is spent, that it will not amount to anything. 


This thing of standing around on the corner an dtalking about boost- 


ing for your home town is all right, but the way to boost is to spend your 
money with your neighbor. You can't buy shoes for the baby with booster 
talk, and while hot air is all right to heat a house with iu cold weather, It 
will not pay the coal dealer nor the potato man. Boosting is all right, but 
it is the fellow that delivers the goods that counts in this world. 


ROAD LAWS MAY BE CHANGED. 


Both the democratic and republican platforms pledged their party to 


revise the highway law, so it is expected by many that the present system 
will be abolished and probably some plan adopted by which each county 
can do its own highway work regardless of what the other counties are do- 
ing. However, there is no doubt but what there will be a fight in the legis- 
lature about the matter and it may be that the law will not be changed ma- 
terially. 


There has been a heap of kicking against the present system of high- 


way improvement, most of the high taxes being blamed to this source by a 
good many people, but it is entirely probable that some consistent method 
will be adopted for the improvement of the highways thruout the state, and 
it does not matter what the plan is, it will cost some money. 


There is no question but what Wisconsin is in need of a great deal of 


improvement in its highways, but of course the improve ment cannot be 
made all in one year. It would be a nice thing if it could be done, but the 
cost is more than the people can stand. It is admitted by all who traverse 
our country roads that the work that has been done under state supervis- 
ion makes a first class road, and it would be a shame to stop the work at 
the present time with only a few patches o£ macadam here and there and 
go back to the old plan of shoveling a little sand into the ruts and letting 
it go at that. However, it is probable that the work done the past few 
years will serve as an object lesson for those that follow, and they will pro-« 
fit by what has gone before.

enemy backward. His losses were heavy. They were expected and discount- 
ed in advance. That Wilson is a statesman his worst enemies concede. 
That he Is acadamic and not practical in his work as a politician they have 
contended. 
In view of this result they might as well withdraw the plea.

thine appear to believe that the rea- 
son all farmers are not rich is because 
of extravagance, wastefulness, ignor- 
ance, and lack of business ability, to 
these letters the Department's spe- 
cialists reply much as follows: 


"As a matter of fact, farmers as a 


class are intelligent, industrious, and 
economical, and many of them are 
men of good business judgment. Fur- 
ther, those who have made a thoro- 
ugh study of the business side of 
farming know that it is not an easy 
matter to make money on the farm. 
Only the most practical and experien- 
ced farmers are making any consider- 
able profit out of their business. Most 
of the money that has been made on 
the farm, in recent years has been 
made not by farming, but by the rise 
of price on farm lands. In the nature 
ot things this rise cannot continue 
indefinitely, and some one will own 
this land when the price becomes 
practically or perhaps starts to de- 
cline. 


"While it is true that occasional- 


ly a city bred family makes good on 
the farm, this is the exception and not 
the rule. 
It is always a risk to in- 


vest in a business without first mak- 
ing a thorough study of that business 
Many city people who have saved up 
a few hundred dollars and who have 
had but little or no farm experience, 
but who are imbued with a rosy vis- 
ion of the joys and profits in farming 
buy poor land at high prices and 
thereby lose the savings they have 
been years in accumulating. One 
city family paid $10,000 cash and as- 
.suiued a $12,000 mortgage on a farm 
worth only about $11,000. 
Another 


paid $2,000 cash and signed a mort- 
gage for $6,000 on a farm that was 
later appraised at $3,000. 
A city 


family that had saved $2,000 used 
this money to make a first payment 
on cheap farm laud, and when th-eir 
eyes were opened found they still 
owed considerably more than tlie 
farm was worth. 
For seven years 


they have worked almost night and 
day to meet the interest, without be- 
ing able to reduce 
the 
principal. 


These instances could be multiplied 
almost indefinitely. 


"In purchasing a farm great care 


should be taken to get a good farm 
at a fair price. 
To pay more than 


the farm is worth is to invite fail- 
ure. 
From a business standpoint 


no farm that does not pay interest 
on the total investment, depreciation 
on equipment, and wages for all la- 
bor performed on that tann is suc- 
cessful. 


"Even when great caie is taken In 


making the investment only in ex- 
ceptional cases should the city bred 
family attempt farming. 
Generally 


the best advice that can be given to 
the city bred man who desires to be- 
come a farmer is that before pur- 
chasing a farm he work as a farm 
hand for two or three years. This 
will give him an opportunity to learn 
at first hand many things about the 
business, as well as the practical side 
of farming. 
In no other way, as a 


rule, can he get good farm training 
and experience at less trouble and ex- 
pense or without danger from 'finan- 
cial disaster."

Free Seed Distribution. 


Washington, Nov. 23.—All is ready 


for starting the annual distribution 
of free seeds which members of Con- 
gress send to their constituents to 
the number of 75,000,000 packages a 
year. While the actual work of send- 
ing out the seeds does not start until 
next month, active preparations foi 
the work are well under way, and 
big warehouses are 
loaded 
await- 


ing the packing. 


In the work of sending out the 


seeds this year, a battery of 24 of the 
fastest packing machines will be in 
almost constant use for three months. 
Every machine has aa output of 20, 
000 to 35,000 packages in each eight 
hours. 


During the busy season 180 peo- 


ple are employed in the work of fill- 
ing the envelopes, handling the seed 
shipments, pasting on the addressed 
slips, etc. Uncle Sam spends some 
$2GO,000 this year for free seed dis- 
tribution. 
In addition to this, the 


Department of Agriculture makes 
its own distribution of rare seeds. 


Although many attempts have been 


made to abolish the seed distribution 
none has succeeded.

"second wind" Is as follows: 
In the 


deep breathing of an athletic person 
taking moderate exercise at sea level, 
lack of ox> gen pla>s no part. The ef- 
fect is wholly due to an increased pro- 
duction of carbonic acid stimulating 
the respiratory center which responds 
proportionally 
On very violent ex- 


ertion at sea level, however, and on 
even moderate exertion at a great al- 
titude the oxygen supply to the tis- 
sues of the bod> is temporarily insuf- 
ficient 


Substances other than carbonic acid, 


such as lactic acid, are produced and, 
when these substances reach the re- 
spiratorj centers by the way of the 
blood the.\ excite It to such activity 
that one overbreathes 
That IB, the 


•\io1ent panting ventilates the carbon- 
ic acid out of the blood more rapidly 
than the^body is producing it. 
The 


substances which thus overestimate 
the respiratory center are not vola- 
tile and cannot be given off by way 
of the lungs, but they appear to be 
rather rapidly oxydl?ed in the blood 


When the carbonic acid has been 


considerably diminished a part of the 
stimulus to the respiratory center is 
removed so that one can breathe more 
moderately—that is, one gets his "sec- 
ond wind" When the exertion stops, 
the production of the stimulating sub- 
stances ceases, and the quantity of 
carbonic acid in the blood having been 
reduced below the amount necessary 
to stimulate the respiratory center, 
one falls into a period of apnoea fol- 
lowed by f'he> no-Stokes breathing 
like an engine with a sensitive gov- 
ernor and no flywheel

Urged That Language of Teuton Be 


Removed From the Prince of 


Wales' Badge. 


The school readers of a past gen- 


eration told the brave story of the bat- 
tle of Cressy, fought on the 23d of 
August, 1345, in which the English 
defeated the French with great slaugh- 
ter, an exchange remarks. Among the 
dead was the old blind king of Bo- 
hemla, who was led into the battle by 
guides. His standard was taken and 
carried to the black prince 
On it 


was his crest, three ostrich feathers, 
•with the motto in German, "Ich Dien"

VI and "the prince of Wales' feath- 
ers" are vested in the heir apparent, 
whether he is crested prince of Wales 
or not 
But worse is yet to come if 


the suggestion of a Welsh paper pre- 
vails. 
The paper suggests that to 


be a correct and proper motto for the 
prince of Wales neither "Ich Dien" 
nor "I serve" should be used, but the 
simple Welsh translation, "Gwasanae- 
thaf."

seriously interfere with the supply of 
meat for the people. 


The foot-and-mouth disease affects 


particularly cattle, swine and sheep. 
It IB characterized by sores in the 
the mouth which make swallowing 
painful and frequently cause the ani- 
mals to refuse all food, and by sores 
on the feet which cause lameness and 
in severe cases, occasionally result in 
the hoofs dropping off 
The animals 


lose flesh with extraordinary rapidity 
and in the case of milk cows the milk 
supply is so seriously affected that it 
frequently dries up altogether. The 
first evidences of the disease are a 
chill followed quickly bv fever, the 
temperature sometimes rising as high 
as .106 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Small 


vesicles or blisters about the size of 
a pea appear shortly after in the 
mouth and spread rapidly 
As the 


disease advances ropy saliva hangc 


from the afflicted 
animal's 
mouth, 


which is opened and shut with a 
peculiar smacking sound 
In a short 


time similar eruptions appear on the 
feet, which are red, tender swollen 
and painful 
In consequence the am 


mal persists in lying down and bed- 
sores soon develop 
The udders of 


milk cows are also susceptible and 
the sores Interfere with milking. 


Most Contagious of Stock Plagues. 


Although the mortality is, except in 


very severe outbreaks, comparatively 
low, 
foot and-mouth disease is prob- 


ably the most contagious of all stock 
plagues. The germ which causes it 
is BO small that it is invisible under 
the miscroscope and passes through 
the finest filter known to science. It 
can be carried in any one of a hun- 
dred ways 
In addition to direct con- 


tact with affected animals, the disease 
can be communicated by hay, straw, 
bedding, harness, ropes, in fact, any- 
thing that has even Indirectly came 
in contact with diseased animals 
Cats, dogs, and poultry have been 
known to carry the germ from farm 
to farm, and in particular this is fre- 
quently done by human beings 
Al- 


ready in the present outbreak cases 
are on record where the curiosity of 
farmers has led them to visit infected 
herds. On their return to their own 
homes these men have given the dis- 
ease to their own animals. For this 
reason the authorities are urging up- 
on every one the duty of refraining 
from 
such visits and 
of keeping 


strangers from visiting their stock 


The contagiousness of the disease 


indeed is such that when one animal 
in a herd becomes infected it is con- 
sidered useless to attempt to save 
the remainder of the herd 
For this 


reason the federal authorities have 
adopted the only practical method of 
stamping out the disease, namely, the 
slaughter 
of all cattle, sheep and 


swine on an infected farm. 
Wh°n a 


case is discovered a deep trench is 
dug, 
the animals led into it, slaught- 


ered, their hides slashed, and the car- 
casses treated with quicklime and 
then buried under at least five feet of 
earth 
It is advisable to slaughter 


the animals in the ditch itself in order 
that'the ground may not become af- 
fected by dragging the dead bodies 
over it 
The hides are slashed part- 


ly in order to facilitate the action of

The sum 
thus fixed is divided equally between 
the Btate and the federal authorities. 
In the last outbreak in 1908 in New 
England it cost the federal govern- 
ment, which was then paying two- 
thirds of the appraised values, ap- 
proximately $300,000 for condemna- 
tion, slaughter and disinfection. The 
present outbreak is regarded as much 
morn serious. 


The inspectors engaged 
in this 


work are equipped with a complete 
rubber outfit which can be thoroughly 
disinfected after each exposure to in- 
fection. 
Persons who have not tie 


advantage of this equipment should 
rigorously retrain from exposing thefflr 
eel-yes to the least risk of infection 
As has already been said, the disease 
la frequently transmitted by human 
beings, and it is really a crime for 
any one to gratify his curiosity at 
the expense of his neighbors. In ad 
dition to this danger there are also a 
number of cases on record in which 
both children and, adults have become 
infected themselves. 
Ordinarily the 


disease is not serious in men, but 
weakly children who drink contami- 
nated milk suffer so severely that in 
a few cases death has been known to 
result. With adults the malady usu 
ally takes no more serious form than 
a slight eruption in the mouth similar 
to fever blisters and possibly a simi 
lar eruption on the hands and fingers. 
There may be also some fever and 
nausea, but there is comparatively lit- 
tle danger. 
In countries where the 


disease is prevalent many authorities 
believe that it is fairly general in 
human beings but that the consequent 
disturbances in health are so slight 
that they are not brought to the at- 
tention of physicians

This, however, is simply 
to cut off one's nose to spite one's 
face. The disease cannot be stamped 
out by ignoring it 
The only possible 


way in which stock laisers can save 
themselves tremendous losses in the 
future is to co-operate now with the 
authorities by reporting every sus- 
picious case of sore mouth or lame- 
ness among their stock and by as- 
sisting in enforcing the quarantines, 
both federal and local, which have 
been declared.
